alone would have amounted to barely $1 
million. 


Here's what The Star's research in- 


dicates: 


Since 1957, students attending the Lincoln 


campuses have been paying what they were 
told was a $5 fee to retire tlhe bond obligation 
on the Health Center. 


By 1971, according to the yearly audits of 


the revenue bond funds, a total of $1,815,024 had 
been collected for the Health Center category 
on what was originally a 30-year-obligation. 


However, savings and loan tables on a 


30-year loan at 4% (an approximation) indicate 
a borrower would pay in principal and interest 
an amount equal to 172% the original principal 
sum. 


Translated into the Health Center story, 


those figures would suggest that slightly more 
than $1 million would have been needed over 
30 years to retire the bonds. 


Since more than $1.8 million had been col- 


lected between 1957 and 1971, however, it would 
appear the Health Center has long since been 
paid for and, in fact, some $800,000 was col- 
lected that wasn't needed. 


That $800,000 now apparently sits in a 


"surplus fund" which totaled $2.7 million at 
the time of the last audit in June 1971. 


Since all fee-financed structures are, in 


strict legal considerations, combined into one 
fund, the $2.7 million could include collections 
beyond yearly bonding requirements from fees 
collected for the Health Center, the student 
union, the dormitories and leased housing 
units. 


That surplus, officials say, could be -used 


to buy back some of the $5,000 bonds on which 
the university is currently paying an interest 
rate of approximately 4%. 


Instead, however, it's being invested in 


government securities at 6% interest, pending 
future Board of Regents' decisions to spend 
it for more dormitories, health centers or unions 
or for purchase 
of land for future such 


buildings.

That it may be spent for dormitories ap- 


pears unlikely, since university officials have 
shown little inclination recently to build more 
of the high-rise structures, especially as enroll- 
ment begins to level off. 


NU's capital construction budget request 


for 1972-73, however, shows plans for several 
fee-related projects, including a new health 
center building and remodeling of the present 
structure, renovation of the current student 
union building and possible construction of new 
"satellite" unions on both the East Campus 
and the City Campus. 


Although planning for those projects is still 


under way, speculation is that the Health Center 
may be first in line for a new building, since 
the present center was designed to handle an 
enrollment of 10,000 — and enrollment is double 
that now. 


The capital construction plans envision a 


$1.5 million expenditure for a Health Center 
addition, 
which 
would 
be 
financed 
with 


"revenue bonds and reserves." 


That would apparently indicate the $800,000 


(or whatever might exist at the time the 
decision is made) could be plowed back into 
construction of a larger health center. 


Still, students could apparently be required, 


if the regents vote that way, to pay a fee 
higher than $5 to buy more bonds. 


Since NU's practice has been to refinance 


all the bond obligations (as one) each time 
new bonds are purchased, students could be 
putting their fees into an almost never-ending 
bond-financing fund, and have no control over 
use of funds collected after bond requirements 
for one building are met. 


Although some university officials will ad- 


mit the practice may be unfair to anyone 
student in any one year, they say that without 
such an arrangement, NU could never negotiate 
new bond arrangements at such low interest 
rates 


Without a progression of payments by all 


users, they say, NU could not make such 
facilities available to students at fee rates as 
low as they have been over the years.

Fire officials said the cause 


of the explosion was unknown 
but speculated it may have 
resulted from a backdraft.

middle-income Americans from 
being bankrupted by the heavy 
expenses of a prolonged and 
serious illness." 


The plan would apply to all 


Americans under 65, those not 
covered by Medicare. It would 
pay most expenses of a family 


beyond $2.000 and of an in- 
dividual beyond 60 days of 
hospitahzation in a year.

In sex discrimination suits, Devoe noted, 
the com p laintant is more likely to receive a 
favorable ruling than the cases involving race, 
because sex discrimination is “ easier to detect” 
than racial p rejudice in emp loy ment. He also 
added that more sex comp laints are settled 
during the p re-hearing conciliation p eriod. 


Discrimination on the basis of sex is more 
obvious and easily p roven in term s of sep arate 
p ay scales for women, a different seniority 
sy stem, fring e benefits and p romotions,” Devoe 
said. 
“The comp laints involving sex are more 
easily settled because most emp loy ers don’t 
intend to discrim inate ag ainst women.

In their 
suits, the women want emp loy ers to advertise 
job op ening s under the joint heading Help 
Wanted Male-Female eliminating the sing le sex 
heading s unless sex is a bonafide occup ational 
qualification. 


Other relief usually soug ht in the suits 
is a cash settlement for the wag e differential 
and a warning to all emp loy ment ag encies 
that when an op ening ex ists any one m ay ap p ly 
reg ardless of race, color, 
relig ion, 
national 
orig in or sex .

regulates the level of a person's 
uvareness. 


In the normal brain, say the 


scientists, an enzyme — the 
''Anti S enzyme" — acts on the 
protein in prevent excess DMT 
from 
being 
produced. 
In 


schizophrenics, the enzyme or 
control factor is missing, they 
say. 


Dr. 
Jacques 
S. Gottlieb, 


director of the clinic, said "the 
schizophrenic is like his own 
drug abuse factory." He added, 
"Chronic (use of) LSD gives 
you a syndrome that is similar 
to a schizoid illness." 


Half Have Disease 


Gottlieb said that about 20 to 


25^0 of all admissions to mental 
hospitals 
are 
because 
of 


schizophrenia and about half 
the patients in mental hospitals 
are suffering from the disease. 
Frohman said

Gottlieb said the discovery of

ed by an all-day-curfew. Squads 
of soldiers in camouflage dress 
with guns at the ready, carried 
out a house-to-house search for 
urban guerrillas. 


More than 80,000 troops and 


police took part in the massive 
operation, code named "Torn- 
ado One" by Istanbul's mart- 
ial law command.

be extended by Parliament 
every two months. 


The army had been searching 


the 203 alleged leftist terrorists 
it believed were hiding in the 
overcrowded city. In particular, 
it wanted to flush out four 
persons who skipped from a 
military prison during a trail of 
alleged Maoist guerrillas last 
November. 


Helicopters made low passea 


over the silent city, and the 
normally teemed streets were 
given over to pigeons and stray 
dogs Two bored youths kicked 
a football from one doorway to 
another. Much of the population 
gave up the day to playing 
cards or backgammon. 


The 
famed 
waterways of 


Istanbul were empty except for 
a gunboat on the Golden Horn 
and a corvette cruising slowly 
along the Bosporus. 


Bored tourists played chess 


in the lobby of one expensive 
hotel to while away the day. In 
another, the head bartender 
reported record sales. 


Passengers on incoming in- 


ternational flights were taken 
by special buses to the three 
top hotels: once inside they 
could not move. Those arriving 
by train were stranded at the 
railway station. There, a crowd 
of several hundred, including 
some foreigners sat all day on 
their luggage.

The American people found 


themselves both confused and 
torn

loyalties duing the recently 
concluded India-Pakistan war.

Americans simply felt they did 
not know enough to make a

sympathize 
with 


Pakistan on the grounds that 
India was "wrong" to invade 
a neighbor, no matter what the 
provocation. At the same Ume, 
by a 10-to-l margin, Americans 
felt that the people of East 
Pakistan were entitled to "rule 
their own country." 


Given this ambivalent situa- 


tion, the American people gave

N i x o n negative 


marks of 28% to 48% of his 
handling of the India-Pakistan 
crisis.

—By a decisive 55% to 5%, 


those with opinions agreed with

It was one of those balm.v days we have been fortunate 


enough to have in recent ueeks when a group of elementary 
school children were seen making their way home. It was only 
a few brief moments that they were observed but a lot of 
activity was packed into that s'.iort time span. 


And it was activity typical of what went on during the 


entire trip from school to home. It was a mixed group, boys 
and girls, ranging in age from about seven to about 10. The 
space covered was no more than 20 yards. 


In walking that short distance, the boys were 
engaged 


in about three fights and the girls, appearing to be constantly 
giggling, uere endlessly harassed. There was a never-ending 
loss of books, lunch pails, papers, coats, hats, gloves and 
even shoes. 


There appeared to be no rhyme or reason to any of the 


goings on, with one exception. Most of the boys were about 
the same size and they seemed to take turns in wrestling 
around with one another and rolling in the grass and leaves. 


Shortly, it would appear that one or the other boy prevailed 


ov^r the other, although the outcome was hard to determine 
by an adult. But the kids seemed 
to know who had won 


each skirmish. The winner appeared delighted and the loser 
somewhat disgruntled. 


Every time, the loser got an extra lick. This was ad- 


ministered by the biggest boy in the group. After a struggle 
was concluded, the loser would be shoved by the big boy 
and go sprawling again, his belongings flying in all directions. 


The big boy never became engaged in any prolonged con- 


flict with anyone, limiting himself lo the adminstration of what- 
e\er the losers apparently had coming to them. Nobody ever 
challenged the big boy, as he had obviously established himself 
as the physically superior one in the group.

The situation altered among the group with amazing speed. 


A single conflict would take but a few seconds and would 
then be followed by anotaer, involving different 
youngsters. 


Giggling girls were not treated roughly but just given a hard 
time, which seemed not to upset them in the least. 


The treatment for them including throwing their books up 


in a \ard. tossing their lunch pails in the air and pulling 
on. their coats and sweaters. There was a continuous pulling 
and tugging of clothing among all the children. 


At one point, a black mongrel came from nowhere and 


joined the fun. The dog would fix its jaws on a coat and 
thereby would ensure a great tug-of-war. Finally, three or 
four boys and the dog would end up sprawled on the ground 
or in a tumbling mass. It was the kind of thing made to 
order for both dog and boys and it was impossible to toll 
Vihieh or who enjoyed it the most. 


There wcjs never any question, it seemed, of the dog's 


hurting the children. For the most part, the children never 
stopped laughing and even the dog had what appeared lo be 
a grin on his face. 


Not even the fighting had any lasting effects. Even the 


losers lock no more than 20 seconds before they were jumping 
and 
laughing again 
or 
kicking 
somebody's 
lunch 
pail. 


Miraculously, in the time they were watched, none of the children 
had left anything behind. 


You could not be at all sure if all children ended up 


with their own belongings but at least they had something. 
But you wondered how many pages would be torn from books 
that evening, how many lunch boxes would not open or close 
and how many coats would have a rip in them or a seam 
split open. 


The boys especially would arrive home dirty and disheveled. 


No doubt, many a mother would ask with consternation what 
in the world the youngster had been up to. 


And no doubt the reply was about the same in all cases—"Oh, 


nothing, just coming home from school." But coming home 
from school on a balmy day can be quite an experience, 
a fascinating thing to watch and obviously a delightful thing 
to do.

A Campus 'Rathskeller7 


Creighton University officials and students 


are asking the Legislature to approve a bill 
which would allow the sale of beer 
and 


alcoholic drinks on college and university 
campuses. What the Omaha school has in 
mind for its own use of a beverage 
license 


is the establishment of a ''rathskeller" type 
of pub without providing for package, or 
carry-out, sales. 


Creighton Vice President Father Carl Reinert 


noted that on-campus bars are now allowed 
in 33 states. Such a facility would be easily 
supervised and self-supporting, Reinert said. 
Furthermore, 
he 
suggested, 
it 
would 
be 


"safer" for students than off-campus facilities, 
none of which arc within convenient 
distance of the Omaha campus. 


We think the Creighton official nas outlin- 


ed some rather reasonable arguments in sup- 
port of a college pub and we can agree 
with him that it could have socially desirable 
consequences. For the student who wants a 
glass of beer, it doesn't make too much dif- 
ference whether the bar is on campus or 
off. It's pretty much a matter of convenience. 


walking 


If on campus, we don't think it would lead 
a student any closer to sin. 


The bill, authored by Omaha Sen. Sam 


Klaver, is designed for the use of any college 
or university in the state. If approved, a 
school would still need to acquire local ap- 
proval and an on-sale beer and liquor license. 


Representatives of state-supported colleges 


and the university avoided the bill's public 
hearing before the Government and Military 
Affairs Committee, for a variety of reasons, 
we imagine. The administrations of those 
schools 
might 
favor the 
concept of the 


measure but are not interested in engaging 
in a legislative debate over what is essentially 
a frivolity if it would jeopardize their standing 
when the money issues come to a vote. Or, 
perhaps, 
they oppose the establishment of 


on-campus bars because of the headaches that 
might ensue. The tavern business, after all, 
is not a paid vacation. 


At any rate, Creighton University wants 


the bill and we can't think of too many 
good reasons why it should not be approved. 
The governing boards of the other institutions 
could use it or not, as they see fit. 


Army Tightens Up 


A news item several days ago told of 


a new recruiting technique used by an Army 
post in the south. Local boys of service age 
are bused in for a two or three day first-hand 
look at Army life and are given the op- 
portunity to share the life-style of enlisted 
men — minus some of the more miserable 
duties expected of basic trainees. 


If the young men are impressed, they 


can join up immediately; if not, they are 
taken home to take their chances with the 
lottery. The motive, and it is a good one, 
is to encourage volunteers. 


The above fits in with the attempts by 


all branches of the military to make service 
life more appealing to today's youth. Although 
the Army announced last week that it is 
ending its experiment with beer 
vending 


machines and private cubicles in the recruit 


barracks, it is still sticking by other reforms 
instituted last year, such as t h e elimination 
of early morning 
formation 
and the op- 


portunity for good conduct weekend passes 
curing tine final month of basic. 


It is rather significant, though, that the 


Army gave up on the barracks beer and 
cozy cubicles for trainees and will stick with 
its 
"spartan" 
training 
programs. 
Basic 


training, it turns out, cannot emulate fraterni- 
ty house life and still turn out the physically 
fit and disciplined troops the Army needs. 


And it may be another indication, too, 


that while the military may up the percentage 
of voluntary enlistments through making its 
program more attractive, it probably cannot 
and should not make it attractive enough 
that the Army will be entirely volunteer.

All in the family

legislative chamber. 


So, what's the problem? 
It's mostly a problem of 


appearance. 


The relationship between 


senators and lobbyists should 
not become too cozy, everyone 
would agree. If it does, suspi- 
cions are aroused not only 
within the public, but among 
other senators as well. 


Whether anything improper 


is occurring or not, the mere 
suspicion 
of impropriety 
is 


sufficient to damage 
public 


confidence in the Legislature. 


Citizens, we would guess, 


don't want their senators and 
special interest lobbyists to be 
best buddies. 


And when a lobbyist who is a 


former 
senator pursues his 


employer's interests in an ap- 
pearance before a legislative 
committee and is addressed by 
committee 
m e m b e r s 
as 


"Senator," the public cannot be 
blamed for being a bit wary.

He's made a lot of money for

legislation which they are then 
employed to embrace or kill 
. . . usually the latter. 


That, to

senators as well. 


Nothing is going to change 


that fact of life. 


Lobbyists have a legitimate 


role to play in the legislative 
process. They inform senators 
of their employer's views and 
are paid to do so. 


Some former senators are 


among the best-and 
most 


s u e cessful—lobbyists. 
And 


there is nothing wrong with 
that. 


But I think everyone would 


feel a little less uneasy if there 
was not as much blending of 
the 
senatorial 
and 
lobbyist 


roles. 


One way to accomplish that 


would be to pay the senators on 


a full-time basis. Their salaries 
now are shamefully low 
... 


$400 a month. 


With annual sessions, ana 


h o l d o v e r 
c o m m i t t e e 


assignments, they are reaching 
the 
point 
of 
f u l l - t i m e 


legislators. And they should be 
paid accordingly- 


John DeCamp's 
suggested 


salary of $12,500 a year is not 
out of line. 


What else do they need? 


More staff. If they had access 
to more research assistance 
(like an assistant for each 
senator), they would need to 
rely less on lobbyists for useful 
information, 
which 
q u i t e 


naturally is l i k e l y to be 
presented in a form most ad- 
vantageous to their own in- 
terests. 


With a realistic salary and 


adequate staff, senators would 
be more hkelj to stay in the 
Legislature (if the voters are 
willing) and less likely 
to 


defect to the better-paid lobby- 
ing seats. 


Adequate legislative salaries 


could also erase most of the

Vietnam Becoming Issue In '72 Election; 


Hanoi Compromise Seems Single Solution 


NEW YORK — The United 


States and North Vietnam are 
now trapping one another in a 
tragic military situation, xvhich 
benefits neither side, and might 
be resolved to the benefit of 
both by a fairly modest com- 
promise. 


The one clear change in the 


balance of power in Indochina 
is that President 
Nixon is 


withdrawing 
the 
American 


troops faster than ever before. 
Leaving aside the politics and 
diplomacy of the problem for a 
moment, this is the one clear 
fact — the American Expedi- 
tionary Force will be reduced 
by 70.000 in the next three 
months, leaving a total of 69,000 
Americans in Vietnam on May 
i. 


At the same lime, while Nix- 


on is pulling out. North Viet- 
nam is building up its reserves 
and apparently getting ready to 
launch an offensive through 
Laos and Cambodia 
against 


South Vietnam and 
the 
re- 


maining American forces in the 
coming dry-weather season. 


Here then the dilemma: The 


more Washington withdraws, 
the more Hanoi thinks it has a 
military advantage; and the 
more Hanoi tries to exploit that 
advantage 
by 
gathering 
its 


forces for an attack, the more 
Nixon orders his bombers into 
the air lo intercept the enemy 
supplies along the Ho Chi Minh 
trails and prevent the con- 
centration of North Vietnamese 
men and supplies before they 
can hit his dwindling power and 


his unprepared allied force in 
South Vietnam. 


It is easy to think of ways in 


which this military 
dilemma 


could have been avoided in the 
past. Washington could have 
set a date for total withdrawal 
of its troops, as some of us 
thought it should, and Hanoi 
could have let the American 
withdrawal go on and waited 
without

namese and even humiliate the 
American 
forces 
as 
they 


withdrew. 


So the trap is set. The North 


Vietnamese are not waiting for 
Nixon's withdrawal, and Nixon 
is trying to bomb them into 
agreement. The reports out of 
U.S. military headquarters tell 
the story: 
"U.S. 
warplanes 


struck more than 250 times to- 
day at North Vietnamese sup- 
ply routes," says the American 
military 
command 
out 
of 


Saigon. But the North Viet- 
namese offensive along the Ho 
Chi Minh trails goes on. 


Unfortunately, this dilemma 


is becoming an issue in the 
American presidential election. 
Miiskic. Humphrey, McGovern, 
Lindsay and McCarthy arc all 
saying that the problem could 
be resolved, if only the Presi- 
dent would set a date certain 
for withdrawing all the xvay 
from Vietnam, and they may 
bo right, but he is the only 
president we have, and he is 
obviously not going to do it. 


But this does not -prove that 


Hanoi is right. The officials in 
North Vietnam seem to be 
determined, not only to defeat 
the regime in Saigon, but to 
humiliate the United States, 
and this is probably the one 
thing that the American opin- 
ion will not allow. The people 
want out. but they don't want 
to have their dwindling com- 
mand overwhelmed and dis- 
honored. 


Accordingly, it is not quite 


fair for Muskie, Humphrey, 
McGovern and Lindsay to put 
all the blame on Nixon for not 
ending the war by setting a 
date certain for getting out. 
Even those of us who think we 
should set a date for total 
withdrawal have to recognize 
the obligations on Hanoi. 


The officials in North Viet- 


nam 
cannot 
mount an of- 


fensive against the dwindling 
American forces, and expect 
Nixon to leave his command in 
jeopardy. Hanoi wants him to 
\yithdravv, and he is trying to 
withdraw, but they cannot get 
rid 
of 
his 
argument 
by 


overwhelming 
his 
military 


command. They should not be 
deceived: Washington is not 
Paris; American public opinion 
now is not like French public 
opinion at the time of the 
French defeat at 
Dien Bicn 


Phu. On the contrary, if Hanoi 
tried to humiliate Nixon, it will 
turn the American electorate to 
his side and re-elect him in 
November.

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The dual tragedy of Vietnam 


is that Kennedy, Johnson, and 
Nixon did not understand the 
psychology of the Vietnamese 
people, and now the North 
Vietnamese are in danger of 
m i s u n d e r s t a n d i n g the 
psychology 
of the American 


people. 


It may seem to officials in 


Hanoi that the most prominent 
newspapers and commentators 
in America are critical of Nix- 
on's Vietnam policy and would 
like to see him set a date for 
getting out all the way, but 
they should not assume that we 
are on their side, and will sup- 
port them in their coming of- 
fensive against Saigon and the 
disappearing American com- 
mand. 


The opposition to Nixon on 


Vietnam in the United States is 
for compromise, and not for 
humiliation, for getting out of 
Vietnam, but not for getting out 
in rout and disaster. 


Hanoi can get a compromise 


in this situation. I can get

Indochina, if it. will guarantee 
privately

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Eliminating Auction Of 4-H Beeves At State Fair Given Support 


The proposed elimination of the auction of 4-H beeves and 


, addition of cash awards in the carcass contest at the 1972 Neb- 
raska State Fair would assure an educational beef project with 
^build-in incentives for youthful exhibitors to participate, ac- 
cording to Dave C. Williams, University of Nebraska Lincoln 
Extension 4-H livestock epecialist. 


The system places more nearly equal emphasis on the 


.merits of both the live animal and the carcass of all species 
s- beef cattle, swine and sheep — in State Fair 4-H lives ock 
competition. Swine have not been sold at auction and have 
gone directly to a carcass evaluation for a number of years, 
but have not been given cash premiums for live show placings. 
The 4-H lamb auction was dropped at the 1971 'nebraska 
State Fair, and cash premiums are being added for both 
live placings and carcass competition in the current proposal. 


The move, if approved by the State Fair Board, is expected 


to encourage the proper feeding and management of club 
calves and discourage inefficient feeding and/or over-exercising 
of an animal, which may keep it from grading satisfactorily 
fin. the rail, the livestock specialist explained. In addition 
to teaching 4-H boys and girls how to handle a steer as it 
ghould be fed for market, the system is designed to discourage 


"steer jockeys*' and do away with manipulating animals. 


The proposal has the endorsement of a majority of County 


Extension agents. Designated live show cash premiums would 
be underwritten by businessmen, hotel and restaurant operators 
and others who have been regular buyers at past State 
Fair 4-H auctions. Many are Lincoln and Omaha "Friends 
of 4-H" who are Purple Ribbon Club members, Williams 
commented. The livestock industry is being asked to financially 
support carcass contest premiums. 


Under the proposal, the grand champion steer would 


receive $1,000, the reserve grand champion, $500, the champion 
market heifer, $300, breed champions $200 each, reserve breed 
champions and reserve market heifer $100, and purple ribbon 
animals, $50 each. 


Carcass premiums would include $1,000 for the champion 


caFcass, $500 for the reserve, $250 for third place, $150 for 
fourth, $100 for fifth, $50 for sixth through 15th places, and 
$25 each for 16th through 20th placing carcasses. 


The total of $7,225 in the 4-H beef division - 
$4,600 


for the live show and $2,625 in the carcass show — is 
substantially higher than the premiums for the live show 
offered in recent years, Williams emphasized. 


In essence, financial support placed heavily on the grand 


champion, reserve grand champion and other top animals 


in previous years, would be shifted to the carcass portion 
of competition and spread incentives over more entries in 
the live show. 


Entries which come the closest to matching up in placings 


on the hoof and in the carcass contest would receive the 
highest total premiums, in tune with the eventual goal of 
being able to correlate the top placing live animals and the 
most desirable carcass, Williams said. 


Would-be buyers of the grand champion, reserve grand 


champion, etc. would submit bids, with provisions being worked 
out so that no single businessman would dominate the picture 
in buying the top animal several years in a row. 


The current proposal does not make the State Fair 4-H 


beef show a "terminal show" (in which all animals go to 
slaughter), as in the case of the sheep and swine shows, 
or the 4-H beef show at Ak-Sar-Ben. Because beeves entered 
at State Fair might be reaching their prime as show animals 
later in the season, owners of purple ribbon animals below 
the grand champion and reserve grand champion will be 
allowed to withdraw their entries from competition for carcass 
prize money and enter them at Ak-Sar-Ben or other subsequent 
shows. Previously, regulations have allowed only blue, red 
and white ribbon animals to be withdrawn.

Feedlot operators both large 


and small report on sales of fat 
cattle a n d on purchases of 
feeder cattle using a detailed 
form covering the age, weight, 
quality, feeding program and 
the actual prices of the cattle. 


"This descriptive information 


allows comparison with similar 
lots of cattle on the actual sale 
price," Thorp said. 


A feedlot containing 10,000 


cattle might report on a daily 
basis and all report at least on 
a weekly basis. 


In addition to reporting on 


sales and purchases the feedlot 
operators furnish a plan on how 
the cattle will be marketed 
with a regular method of up- 
dating the plan. 


Cow calf producers report 


purchases and sales are con- 
tacted regularly for progress 
reports. 


All this information is fed 


into 
the 
computer 
at 
the 


organization's headquarters in 
Denver on a daily basis. 


The information is of value 


only m relation to it's accuracy 
and the ability of the person 
collecting data to communicate 
\\ith the rancher or cattle 
feeder. 


There is an additional factor 


which Thorp describes as the 
feel of the market. "You can 
plug in all the data into the 
computer and get it back out 
but vcu need to understand the 


market psychology. Call it an. 
attitude or whatever you want 
to make of it but it is a factor 
that has to be considered. This 
comes with experience," Thorp 
said. 


A lot of factors affect 
the 


market according to Thorp. 
Cold w e a t h e r discourages 
shipping cattle and cuts into 
the rate of gain. Demand fac- 
tors include peoples attitude. 
Are they spending money or 
saving it? Summer barbecuing 
season is a factor in the con- 
sumption of beef which may be 
reflected in the price of cat- 
tle. 


The 
supply 
of pork 
and 


poultry meats and their prices 
at the consumer level affect the 
demand for beef. 


"It is nearly impossible to 


predict what choice steers will 
bring at noon on Dec. 21 in 
Omaha but you can predict 
trends accurately and come 
reasonably close on price," 
Thorp said. 


"We have found feeders who 


have been selling to the same 
packer 
for 
years, 
taking 


whatever the offered price was. 
We can now tell him what to 
expect in the way of a price 
offer in his area and can tell 
him which packers in his area 
are likely to be looking for 
cattle. We don't try to make h;s 
decision for him, but we do 
give him the information he 
needs 
to 
arrive 
at 
his 


decision," Thorp emphasized. 


A feeder also receives a cat- 


tle listing informing him of 
possible 
sources 
of 
feeder 


calves or yearlings and gives 
him a pretty good idea of what 
similar cattle are selling for. 
Cattle-fax is just what it says it 
is. Facts that make raising and 
feeding

violation is discovered with no 
period of grace being offered. 
You get a fine right now and a 
very short time to comply with 
the regulation or go out of 
business. 


Still lacking is a clear un- 


derstanding of what constitutes 
an employe. If you are helping 
a neighbor 
harvest corn or 


brand calves, are you his 
employe or not? A ruling on 
that and several other puzzel- 
ing regulations is needed.

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Both farmers and politicians 


are losing sight of the long 
term problems in the world of 
agriculture. They seem to be

"I think that 'Everybody love

‘‘This descrip tiv e information 
allows comp arison with sim ilar 
lots of cattle on the actual sale 
p rice,” Thorp said. 
A feedlot containing 
10.000 
cattle might rep ort on a daily 
basis and all rep ort at least on 
a weekly basis. 
In addition to rep orting on 
sales and p urchases the feedlot 
op erators furnish a p lan on how 
the cattle will be m arketed 
with a regular method of up ­ 
dating the p lan. 
Co w calf pro ducers repo rt 
purchases and sales are co n­ 
tacted reg ularly fo r pro g ress 
repo rts. 


All this information is fed 
into 
the 
comp uter 
at 
the 
organization’s headquarters in 
Denv er on a daily basis. 
The information is of v alue 
only in relation to it's accuracy 
and the ability of the p erson 
collecting data to communicate

The soy bean oil m arket dip ­ 
p ed due to rep orts that Iran 
had resold American soy bean

Activ ity in Congress on the 
grain reserv e bill will be an 
im p ortant factor in the m arket 
this week. The bills p romises a 
25% hike in grain loan p rices 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Dep artm ent of 
Agriculture.

A total of $300 in p rem ium s is p rop osed for the top 
five lambs in the live show, and $515 in p rem ium s for 
the first 15 lamb carcasses, of which $150 would go to the 
owner of the champ ion carcass. 
Owners of champ ions would get their checks when their 
animals are p laced at the live show, and would be honored 
at a banquet that night, sp onsored by the m erchants, Williams 
said.

Among the more disconcerting factors to 
hu sbands, and die of the more welcome ideas 
to women, is that clothing sty les change. 
We hav e fou nd that this is ev ident u niv ersally , 
as ev en the sari, the nativ e dress of India, 
has v ariations in its sty ling, according to 
Mrs. Adishwar Jain. 


Mrs. Jain feels most comfortable in her 
nativ e costu me, the sari. For that reason, 
she continu es to wear it du ring all of her 
bu sy activ ities — from work ing as an instru c­ 
tor in the Department of English at the Univ er­ 
sity of Nebrask a to tak ing care of her home, 
hu sband and three children. 
Mrs. Jain's sari wardrobe is ex tensiv e 
althou gh she declines to giv e ou t an ex act

for

“ polite” .” 
Mrs. Jain was k ind enou gh to model some 
of her v ariou s saris, showing those worn in 
different seasons and for different times of 
the day and ev ening, and as she modeled 
she ex plained that the beau ty of a sari is 
in the way it is draped. The six y ards of 


m aterial that mak e the sari are wx apped 
ju diciou sly arou nd the body to giv e it a definite 
figu re and flow. The sari is worn ov er a 
midriff blou se and floor length tie slip. If 
the blou se does not fit well, it ru ins the 
line of the sari, Mrs. Jain said. 
The fashions in saris change, generally 
either in the sty le of the blou se or in the 
ty pe of pattern u sed on the m a t e r i a l .

The v iv id lime green of the sari is 
accented by an embroidered border of pu rple, lim e and white. This sari in particu lar was made to 
order, and the embroidery took six week s to complete. 


A black sari, for winter ev ening wear is embossed with a design in silv er, second from right. 
The sari at far right is for springtime wear and is fashioned of pink Georgette crepe, embroidered 
with bright red roses. 


As a dowry , most brides are presented with 
a good wardrobe or trou sseau of one or two 
dozen saris. The mother of the bridegroom also 
is giv en one or two dozen saris, which she dis­ 
tribu tes among the women in her family . There 
alway s is an ex change of money , be it gold or 
silv er, and ev en if it is merely one coin, the 
money changes hands from bride's family to 
bridegroom's family . 


The bridegroom’s family , on the other 
hand, giv es their son's wife some g o o d jewelry 
and her portion of the jewelry from his fami­ 
ly . 
Shortly following her m arriage, Mrs. Jain 
mov ed with her hu sband to Clev eland. Ohio, 
where he tau ght electrical engineering at Case 
Institu te of Technology . Between the y ear of 
their m arriag e-in 1960, and 1965 they mov ed 


from Clev eland to Switzerland to India, and 
then to Stony brook , N. Y., where Prof. Jain 
tau ght at the State Univ ersity of New York . It 
was there that Mrs. Jain began work on her 
M asters Degree in English, which she com­ 
pleted in 1967 . 
Mr. and Mrs. Jain and their family mov ed 
to Lincoln in that same y ear, and Mrs. Jain 
continu ed to pu rsu e her edu cation, striv ing for 
a PhD. in English. She is now a candidate for 
the degree, and is an instru ctor in the depart­ 
ment of English. 
Mrs. Jain, who was presented a Vreeland

Among the more disconcerting factors to 


husbands, and one of the more welcome ideas 
to women, is that clothing styles change. 
We have found that this is evident universally, 
as even the sari, the native dress of India, 
has variations in its styling, according to 
Mrs. Adishwar Jain. 


Mrs. Jain feels most comfortable in her 


native costume, the sari. For that reason, 
she continues to wear it during all of her 
busy activities — from working as an instruc- 
tor in the Department of English at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska to taking care of her home, 
husband and three children. 


Mrs. 
Jain's sari wardrobe is extensive 


although she declines to give out an exact 
number 
for fear of it not s o u n d i n g 


"polite"." 


Mrs. 
Jam was kind enough to model some 


of her various sans, showing those woi n in 
different seasons and for different times of 
the day and evening, and as she modeled 
she explained that the beauty of a sari is 
in the way it is draped. The six yards of 


material that make the sari are wrapped 
judiciously around the body to give it a definite 
figure and flow. The sari is worn over a 
midriff blouse and floor length tie slip. If 
the blouse does not fit well, it ruins the 
line of the sari, Mrs. Jain said. 


The fashions in saris change, generally 


either in the style of the blouse or in the 
type of pattern used on the m a t e r i a l . 
Sometimes 
the midriff 
blouse has 
short 


sleeves, other times long sleeves — sometimes 
a rounded, low neckline while other times 
the turtle neckline is popular. 


The stjlc and fit of a sari are far from 


the only things that interest this demure 
woman. She is greatly involved in her work 
as a teacher of English at the Universi- 
ty. 


As in the case of most of her country 


women, Mrs. Jain's marriage was pre-ar- 
ranged by her family. She was introduced 
to her husband in her home town of Xcw 
Dchli. India at a small party given by her 
parents, and reports, "He did not object to 
inc. and I did not object to him, so it was 
arranged."

In the center is an elegant summer sari for evening wear. The vivid lime green of the sari is 


accented by an embroidered border of purple, lime and white. This sari in particular was made to 
order, and the embroidery took six weeks to complete. 


A black sari, for winter evening wear is embossed with a design in silver, second from right. 


The sari at far right is for springtime wear and is fashioned of pink Georgette crepe, embroidered 
with bright red roses. 


As a dowry, most brides are presented with 


a good wardrobe or trousseau of one or two 
dozen saris. The mother of the bridegroom also 
is given one or two dozen saris, which she dis- 
tributes among the women in her family. There 
always is an exchange of money, be it gold or 
silver, and even if it is merely one coin, the 
money changes hands from bride's family to 
bridegroom's family. 


The bridegroom's family, on the other 


hand, gives their son's wife some good jewelry 
and her portion of the jewelry from his fami- 


ly- 


Shortly following her marriage, Mrs. Jain 


moved with her husband to Cleveland, Ohio, 
where he taught electrical engineering at Case 
Institute of Technology. Between the year of 
their marriage—in I960, and 1965 they "moved 


from Cleveland to Switzerland to India, and 
then to Stonybrook, N. Y., where Prof. Jam 
taught at the State University of New York It 
was there that Mrs. Jain began work on her 
Masters Degree in English, which she com- 
pleted in 1967. 


Mr. and Mrs. Jain and their family moved 


to Lincoln in that same year, and Mrs. Jain 
continued to pursue her education, striving for 
a PhD. in English. She is now a candidate for 
the degree, and is an instructor in the depart- 
ment of English. 


Mrs. Jain, who was presented a Vreeland 


Award also has published short stories in both 
India and the United States, and among her 
most recent publications are those in the Prairie 
Schooner and the Arizona Quarterly. In 196') 
she was presented a Vreeland Award in English.

Id ea Of Being On Own

Fairbury — Boxing is viewed by many 
people as being a brutal sport while others 
believe it to be the finest sport around. 
It all depends on who you talk to. 
But Dan Griffin of Fairbury views it 
as something else entirely different . . . it’s 
something he can do on his own. 
“ How do I view boxing?” he says 
seriously. “ It’s something to achieve on your 
own without anyone helping you. You can 
prove yourself to people. 
"It’s kind of a challenge really. You 
can take it up if you want to or you can 
bypass it. It’s entirely up to you. Besides, 
it keeps you out of trouble.” 
The controversial fighter says he wouldn’t 
describe himself as being either a slugger 
or a knockout artist, but admits that most 
of his wins have come through the KO or 
TKO route. 
"I try to counter my opponents mostly,” 
he says. “ I look for the openings, then try 
to put them away. 
"But really, I 
like to 
slug 
it out 
. . . brawl a little bit, because I think that 
way the strong person wins. Of course, you 
have to always luok out for the lucky punch,” 
he admits. 
Griffin 
has 
drawn 
both 
praise 
and 
criticism for his way of knocking out his 
opponents. Some claim he can’t win without 
rabbit-punching his opponents. 
“ I don’t try to rabbit-punch anyone,” 
the Southeast District champion says, “ A 
rabbit punch is behind the head and I try 
to hit them on the ear or on top of the 
head. 
"I throw a kind of awkward right that 
may seem to be a rabbit punch to a lot 
of people but it really isn’t.” 
But then the 165-pound fighter adds: “ Of 
course, sometimes I accidently hit someone 
with a rabbit punch, but everyone has that 
problem.” 


Griffin says he first got interested in 
fighting because "I 
was always getting 
beaten up so I decided I’d better learn to 
defend myself. 
“ I got in touch with Sid Fentress and 
Bill Waters and they started showing me 
the ropes. That first year, though, I was 
more of a punching bag. I still am, really,” 
he laughs. 
“ It was a little hard for me to learn 
how to use my feet. I’ve got pretty quick 
hands, but awfully slow feet,” he says 
critically. “ 1 guess I’m a little awkward 
there.” 
But the 18-year-old veteran says he trains 
hard—every night—trying to make himself a 
little better. In addition, he works as a 
manual laborer at a brickyard to earn money 
to put himself through school. 
“ I train pretty hard,” he offers. "But 
I have to, to keep in shape.” 
Griffin says that he wouldn’t mind turn­ 
ing professional if he won the nationals, 
but doesn't think he will if he fails in that 
goal. 
“ It would be kind of fun to try,” he 
says. “ I’d like to see what it’s like.’’ 
But now lie’s only thinking about winning 
the 165-pouud title in the Southeast District 
Golden Gloves Wednesday and Thursday at 
Lincoln’s Pershing Auditorium. 
“ I’m only taking one fight 
he says seriously. “ Since I’m 
weight class this year,I don’t 
what to expect.” 
On the subject of the Golden Gloves, 
Griffin says he thinks out-state judges should 
be brought in. 
“ I think they (gloves officials) should 
bring in out-of-state judges. Those judges 
we get are pretty one-sided 
sometimes.

Project On Aging 
Funding Approved 


Nebraska Commissioner on Aging, Ron Jensen, announced 


that he has been informed by federal officials of the approval 
of the Action Plan for the Lincoln Areawide Project on Aging. 


"We expect to receive the grant award documents in 


the mail within a few days," Jensen said. 


Federal approval of the Action Plan will, according to 


Jensen, mean the release of approximately $190,000 to support 
services to the elderly in the Lincoln-Lancaster County area 
we well as the official go ahead to begin such services. 
The funds will come to the Nebraska Commission on Aging, 
which is contracting with the Mayor's Office, City of Lincoln, 
for on-site administration of the program. 


Lincoln Areawide Project on Aging is designed to develop 


and support services which can serve as an alternative to 
the institutionalization of older persons. Those services will 
for the first time, Jensen said, be coordinated in a meaningful 
framework and made available to older persons through a 
centralized information and referral service located at 1342 
M Street in Lincoln. 


Jensen stated that the Lincoln project takes on special 


importance with President Nixon's recent announcement and 
Congressional funding of increased levels of services and ac- 
tivities under the Older Americans Act. Jensen noted that 
federal officials have indicated that the new funds are intended 
to go for services designed to enable older persons to live 
independently in their own homes, rather than relocate to 
a nursing home or some other type of institution.

These false prophets belittle 


the plain truth that leadership 
in living standards in 
the 


United States sprang from out- 
setting 
the global pace in 


technology. With the receiu 
reversal of this primary wirh 
(he step-up in i n d u s t r i a l 
methods in competitive 
in- 


dustrial nations, led by Japan 
and West Germany, dire pro- 
cesses have been set in motion. 
This was evidenced in 1971 in 
an excess of imports over U.S. 
exports for the first time since 
1893. 


Constitutes Warning 


The trade deficit constitutes 


a warning that we have been 
losing the secret weapon of 
technological primacy 
which 


previously enabled us to pay 
substantially 
higher 
hourly 


wage rates 
than 
prevailed 


overseas

of p r o d u c t i o n . This fun- 
damental change is of vast 
importance, and it is regret- 
table that union leaders are not 
showing greater sensitivity to 
the new challenge.
